The New Hampshire regiment came 


iu with about 1000 men, moved in 
three trains of twelve or thirteen cars 
Going out the regiment will be more 
cumbersome by reason ol the twenty- 
five mule wagons and 100 mules, be- 
sides more than 300 recruits. 


The men will march to the station 


from all quarters of the big park, when 
the time cornea, to take the trains iu 
battalions, each man carrying the roll 
which contains half of a small shelter 
tent and one rubber blanket, or pon- 
cho, used as a bedding or a covering at 
night, and an overcoat in rain storms- 
The poncho has an opening in 
the 


centre, 
through 
which, 
in 
rainy 


weather, the soldier places his head. 
The covering falls loosely in front and 


behind, with no sleeves and no pockete. 
In the roll strapped over one shoulder 
and under the other arm each man will 
carry one small tent pole and four pins, 
or stakes 


The other hall of the tent is carried 


by his "room" mate, two euhsted men. 
occupying each of 'the shelter tents 
while on the march or in temporary 
camp for a day or two. 


The big regulation tents will be taken 


along on tue mule wagons. 


One woolen blanket, cue extra pair 


of shoes, two pairs of socks, one pair 
of underdrawers, one undershirt and 
one blue flennel shirt for each enlisted 
man. 
with a limited supply of toilet 


articles, will be carried for bitu ou the 
wagons. 


The New 
Hampshire regiment is 


practically ready for the field, even the 
recruits of two days ago having been 
dressed out with the exception of army 
leggings. 
This was remarkably quick 


work and a great surprise to everybody.

He was elected to the 
lower house of the New Hampshire 
legislature from Portsmouth in 1837, 
and the same yo»r was appointed U. S.

achusetts house of representatives, and 
again was a member m 1871. 


He was a member of several historical 


and genealogical societies aud Masonic 
organizations.

Some have enough to 
last a day or two, while others ha\i- 
none at all.

have 1-xrge quantities ot stamps ordered 
and paid ior, Imt they cannot obtain 
tharn. Tue only waj tliat they cin do 
business, is to keep a careful record of 
all business trau«.ictcd and then make 
payments 
to the 
internal ro\euue 


collector afterwards. The express com- 
panies will have to keep a file of all re- 
ceipts aud after the stumps come, send 
the receipts out to the customers. 


mes A. Wood, intciual rt^euue 


collector, has sent out circulars regard- 
ing the matter. Among other things, 
the circulars s.iy: 


"Taxpayers are importuning this of- 


fice to know what they shall do on the 
morning of the first of July, if they 
ha\e not been able to procuie the ad- 
hesive stamps necessary for the trans 
action of'business. 
Attention is called 


to the last three lines on page 8 and the 
first three hues on page nine of tho law, 
which leads as> follows: 


"And provided, further, that in all 


cases where the party has not affixed 
the btamp required by law upon auy 
such 
instrument issued, registered, 


sold or transferred at a time when and 
at a place where no collection district 
was established, it shall be law ful for 
him or them, or auy party having an 
interest therein, to aflii tho proper 
stamp thereto." 


"The language, 'Where no collection 


district was established,' is held to be 
the same as if it read 'Where »o stamp 
deputyship or agency was established,' 
and where for that reason it was im- 
possible to procure the stamps, and 
werr the failure to ailix them was not 
due to any wilful design to defraud 
the United Btates, or to evade or delay 
payment thereof, tho taxpayers may in 
such cases be relieved by the collector 
from payment of the penalty.

parties interested theiein, and in all 
cases of consumption the retail vender 
shall make sworn return of the facts to 
the collector of internal revenue who 
shall assess the amount of tax due and 
collect the same under the rules and 
regulations of the law. 


'•Taxpajers are admonished that this 


urgenoy regulation does not in any way 
excuse them fi'om the duties imposed 
upon them by the statue with reference 


i to procuring stamps for all instruments, 
and thing-t required to be stamped 
under schedules A and B of the war 
revenue law of 1893, and neglect to per- 
form any of the requirements thereof 
except for unavoidable reasons, 
as 


above stated, will render the taxpayer 
liable to the penalties provided therein, 
and they will be strictly enforced."
